SCHOOL BOARD 
SNOT AFFECTED 
BY PRIMARY LAW 


Party Leaders Say Bi-Partisan 
Arrangement Can Be Carried 
Out Under New Plan. 


GENTLEMEN’S AGREEMENT 


Jamison Says Law Does Not 
and Cannot Require Bi- 
Partisan Board. 


There is not the remotest possibility 
that the bipartisan School Board sys- 
tem will be eliminated by the enact- 
ment of a primary election law for St. 
Louis, according to local election 2x- 
perts and political leaders. 

The existing laws make no vrovision 
for the nomination of bipartisan can- 


didates, and this is a condition, which, 
in the opinion of former Election Corn- 
missioner Joseph W. Jamison, author 
of one of the primary election bilis, 
cannot be reached by the ingenuity of 
any law. 

City Chairman Arthur J. Fitzsimmons 
of the Democratic City Committee, in 
a written statement to the Post-Dis- 
patch, Tuesday, pledged the Democratic 
City Committee to pursue the same 
course in the future, as it has in the 
past with respect to the election of a 
bipartisan School (| Board 

Republican City Chairman John 
Schmoll said that}if the primary bill 
was passed he wojild do everything in 
his power to preserve the bipartisan 
School Board and get the best men ob- 
tainable for service on the board. Heé 
said that if the primary law would en- 
danger \the present excellent bipartisan 
system he would rather forego the pri- 
mary law than the School Board as now 
constituted. 

The control of the nominations might 
be a more difficult matter under a pri- 
mary than by the convention method, he 
said, but he believed the chairmen of 
the two committees could get together 
in advance of the primary and agree to 
throw the strength of their organizations 
to the support of the most desirable 
men for the School Board and thus in- 
gure their nomination. 

Agreement Can Be Retained. 

Under the primary system the party 
organigations can arrange for the with- 





drawal of one-half of the candidates }, 


nominated by primary and substitute 
the names of two men agreed upon by 
the opposing party. In this way che 
“gentleman’s’ agreement with respect 
to. the bipartisanship of the School 
Board can be perpetuated and made ef- 
fective, according to the party lead- 
ers. 

“There is no condition in any primary 
law existing at the present time for a 
bipartisan School Board,” said Chair- 
man Fitzsimmons. “There is no con- 
dition in any law of the proposed pri- 
mary laws, the Jamison law, the Mc- 
Grath law, the committee substitute pri- 
mary law which has been proposed, 
which either provides for or prohibits 
one. The advices received from Jeffer- 
son City were that it would probably 
be illegal to provide for fusion at a pri- 
mary between Democrats and Repub- 
licans. 

“The Democratic organization, seeing 
that any of the proposed primary laws, 
if they were passed, would destroy the 
excellent custom of maintaining a bi- 
partisan board, called the attention of

Mrs. Nellie JA~Weéeke, author of ‘‘Pok- 
er and Politics,’’ obtained her divorce 
from Henry L. (..ank) Weeke, in Judge 
Jones’ court Tuesday, and an order for 
$3000 alimony in gross.

centrated on’ him.:- At: firet. he was de- 
fiant, then sullen and when ofice a dam- 
aging admission had been wrung from 
him, his spirit broke, his reason seemed 
to totter and at times he knelt, mumbled 
and scréamed, a picture of utter terror. 

Then he would become calm again and 
apparently in the most careless mood, 
would give the minutest details of his 
crimes, the plans which he laid and the 
end which he sought to accomplish.

Raise for Firemen, 

Comptroller Taussig declared that if 
the bill pending before the Municipa!?

If, im addition, the Legislature enacts 
the police salary bill it will add almost 
three-qnarters of a million dollars to 
the annual expenditures of St. Louis, he 
declared. 

“The present revenue of the city will 
not care for this increased expense,”’ 
Taussig told a Post-Dispatch reporter. 
“Out of the tax of $2.22 on the $100 val- 
vation now collected the city gets $1. 
Thig is barely enough to meet the cur- 
rent expenses and provide small sums 
for public improvements. 

Only One Way Out, 

“The tax rate now is 12 cents lower 
than it was eight years ago, and the 
city is being economically administered. 
Almost $1,000,000 has been spent ih that 
time in special public work. Any at- 
tempt to increase the rate will cause 
many complaints. 

‘If the annual expenses are increased 
there is only one escape from raising 
the tax rate, and that is to take the 
necessary funds from the city eleemosy- 
nary institutions, which would be al- 
most shameful.”’ 

Mayor Kreismann has said that he will 
veto the bill increasing the pay of fire- 
men if it is passed by the Municipal 
Assembly, because of the necessary in- 
crease in tax rate it would incur, The 
City Council and House of Delegates 
have the power to pass the bill over his 
veto. It then would become mandatory 
on city officials to provide funds. 

If the salary increase bill of the po- 
lice is passed by the Legislature, the 
city officials have no alternative but to 

aise the funds to meet the ircreased 
gxpense in the current reveneu.

VOTERS LET Tht 
JUDGES AT POLLS 


MARK BALLOTS: 


Testified at Contest Hearing That 
This Was Done Without 
Any Instructions. 


Many. Democratic voters, supposed to 
be illiterate, walked into the polling 
place for the eleventh precinct of the 
Fifth Ward last election day, handed 
their ballots to Mike Fitzgerald, a Dem- 
ocratic election judge, and let him mark 
them as he pleased without a word of 
instruction from them, a witness said 
Tuesday at a hearing in the Gill-Dyer 
election contest. 

The contest is between Michael J. 
Gill, Democrat, and Leonidas C. Dyer, 
Republican, for Dyer’s seat in Con- 
gress as Representative of the Twelfth 
Missouri District. Dyer, on the face of 
the returns, carried the district by a 
plurality of about 700, much of which, 
Gill’s attorneys declare, was due to 
votes cast illegally. 

Evidence of Iregularities. 

Many evidences of irregularities fa- 
vorable to Dyer already have been dis- 
closed by the recount of ballots and at 
hearings in the contest. 

Elmer Fhilbrick, of 1509 Franklin ave- 
nue, was one of the witnesses Tuesday. 
He said that after he had been handed 
the various ballots in the polling place 
at 1507 Franklin avenue, he hesitated a 
moment at the door of the booth as if 
in doubt. 

He said he had intended to vote the 
Democratic ticket straight, but as he 
stood near the booth, he testified, one 
of the officials approached him, pointed 
t® a name on the ballot and said: 
.‘Here’s one. fellow that ien’t much 
good. We'll scratch him off and put a 
Republican in his place, I'm a Demo- 
erat but I scratched this fellow, and 
you sng , do likewise.” 


I's Name Scratched, 
Philbrick. “said it was immaterial to 


him, #o he permitted the official to go 
inte the booth -with him and scratch 
off the name. The witness said he 
did not know which name was 
acratched. The names of both Gill and 
Dickman, Democratic candidate for 
Sheriff, were scratched from Philbrick’s 
ballot, an@ those of Dyer and Kiel 
written in their places, the recount 
revealed. 


Just Like Clockwork. 
Otto Wangerin, of 1612 Morgan street, 


who served as a Republican judge at 
the Eleventh Precinct polling place, 
testified concerning Fitzgerald’s atti- 
tude ‘toward Democratic voters. He 
said Fitzgerald did not ask the men a 
question when they handed their ballots 

o him and that they volunteered no 
information as to how they wanted to 
vote. The whole process, he said, was 
conducted with a regularity almost as 
perfect as clockwork. 

Fitzgerald stood at the ballot box 
when marking tHe ballots, Wangerin 
said, and the other judges, who sat at 
the tables, could not see what he was 
doing. 

Fitzgerald .was arrested a few days 
azo when he interrupted one of the 
contest hearings and refused to be 
quieted. 

Fitzgerald acted as a substitute for 
James Durant. regular Democratic 
judge for the Eleventh Precinct, Wan- 
gerin said. Tony Durant, whom the 
witness referred to as ‘“‘a committee.

DRAG WATER CART 


VETERAN ENGINEER 
TELLS HOW BRIDGE 


Builder of Great Structure En- 
countered Many Difficulties, 
Says His Associate. 


B. R. Singleton, who was associated 
with James B. Eads in the building of 
the Eads Bridge in is67-68, and who 
lately, at nearly 82 years of age, has 
retired from the civil engineering pro- 
fession, is keenly interested in the 
troubles and obstacles of the Free 
Bridge enterprise. For the great bridge 
work in which he took part had its 
troubles and werries, too. fe told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter yesterday of 
some of the difficulties which Capt. 
Eads overcame. 

Singleton is now living at the 
of his son-in-law, Eben Couper, 5620, 
Page boulevard. He was until re- 
cently in charge of the map Gepartment 
in the Recorder of Decds’ office, and 
his neat and correct drafting Was 
pointed out to visitors as an example 
of what a man past fourscore years of 
age could do. 

‘He engaged with Capt. Eads in 1867 
as superintendent : of construction of 
the bridge cofferdam and west abut- 
ment, and remained on the work until 
the next year, when the stone work 
was 18 feet high. 

Among his prized possessions is a 
neatly written and carefully kept diary 
of the work that was done under his 
direction on the bridge, beginning Aug. 
19, 1867, and ending with March 17, 1863. 

Singleton laid the first stone of the 
bridge on Feb. 2%, 1868. He knocked 
off a piece of it, and had a mason 
make a paper weight out of it, and he 
still has it. It is inscribed on one side, 
‘Piece of first stone, west abutment, 
Eads Bridge, B. R. Singleton, superin- 
tendent of construction.’”’ On the re- 
verse, ‘Tuesday, Feb. 25, 1868, laid first 
rock. Grafton quarry.” 

Two Wrecks Encountered. 

Unusual difficulties were encountered 
in the work on the west abutment, ac- 
cording to Singleton. The spot had been 
a sort of a dump for steamboat wreck- 
age and all sorts of curious junk was 
encountered and brought to the surface 
during the sinking of the cofferdam. 
The worst obstructions were two 
wrecked steamboats, one lying on top 
of the other at the bottom of the river. 

One of the sunken hulls was that of 
a boat that had been loaded for Mex- 
Ico and then was partially destroyed 
by fire and sunk. Because of the dif- 
ficulties of the work it was hard to 
get men to go down until a report was 
circulated that there was a fortune 
in Mexican coin in the hull of the boat. 
After that there was no difficulty in 
getting men to go below. Some coins 
were found,. but they fell far short of 
being a fortune. 

Many difficulties were met and over- 
come by Capt. Eads in the building of 
the bridge. Col. L. D. Boomer of Chi- 
cago had obtained an Illinois franchise, 
but nobody supposed that he had any in- 
tention of building a bridge. It super- 
ceded Eads’ franchised though, and 
when Capt. Eads put men to work on 
the East Side Col. Boomer went to 
Belleville and obtained an injunction 
and stopped the work. 

A compromise was arranged, accord- 
ing to Singleton, whereby Boomer was 
taken into the Eads company and given 
$25,000 in stock and the bridge was com- 
pleted under the Boomer charter, so far 
as the east end of it was concerned. 
Eads and Boomer afterward became 
good friends. 

Lack of Money Delays Work. 

Opposition in some quarters and dif- 
ficulty in raising money caused a de- 
lay of between two and three years in 
the completion of the bridge. Singleton 
resigned March 31, 1868, and became as- 
sistant engineer of the waterworks and 
continued in that capacity until the 
completion of the works on Jan. $1, 1871. 
Under Commissioner Thomas Whit- 
man, he put in all the 36-inch iron pipe 
to Bissell’s Point and the 2-inch pipes 
on Cass and Laclede avenues. After- 
ward, for four years, he was City Archi- 
tect under Mayor Joseph Brown. Aft- 
erward he surveyed a line of the Mis- 
souri Pacific from Paola, Kan., to Le- 
roy, Kan., laid out the town of Rich 
Hill, Mo., was City Engineer of Paola, 
Kan., and did railroad surveying and 
construction work until 18%, when he 
entered the Recorder's office under Re- 
corder M. D. Lewis, Still later he was 
under Paul Young and Charles F. Joy. 
He gave up his work under Recorder 
Joy when an attack of illness left hin 
no alternative, and it was with much 
reluctance that Joy accepted his resi¢- 
nation. 
Recorder Joy always took pleasure 4, 
showing Singleton’s work to visitors as 
an example of what a man of over W 
years, in spite of the theories of the 
Oslerites, could do.

SA FALL 10 
ft OLD VALUE 


Latest Sale at $48,000 Indicates 
a Loss on Paper of 
$50,000,000. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 4.—A decline of 
more than $50,000,000 in the aggre- 
gate market value of the seats on 
the New York Stock Exchange is one 
measure of the depths of Wall street’s 


gloom..The latest sale of a seat was 
made for $48,000, which is precisely 
one-half of the high record reached 
in 1909. 

On the assumption that $48,000 rep- 
resents the present marketable value 
of a seat the total shrinkage, on/pa- 
per at least, of the 1100 seats on the 
Stock Exchange is $52,800,000- 

Last November a seat was sold for 
$69,000. On the same basis, the decline 
in about three months is $23,100,000. 
Neither during the panic of 1907 nor dur- 
ing the “rich man’s panic’’ of 1903 @id 
the price fall so low, $51,000 having been 
the low level at both these periods. 

Dwindling business is the explanation 
of the decline in seat prices. The in- 
trinsic value of a seat represents but a 
small portion of its price. The huge 
gray stone palace which is the home 
of the Stock Exchange and the land on 
which it stands are assessed at $5,300,- 
000, which represents an equity for each 
member of less than $5000. There is 
also a gratuity of $10,000, which is paid 
to the family of a member who dies. 

More than this, the value of a seat 
consists merely in ‘“‘good will,’ or the 
privilege of trading on the exchange and 
the facilities offered to traders. Wall 
street has had three lean years in the 
business of buying and selling of stocks 
and bonds. Business last year averaged 
less than 450,000 shares of stock a day, | 





COFFEE IMPORTS IN 1912 
ROSE 139,000,000 POUNDS 


Brazil Sends .Most of It and! 
Also Furnishes the Bulk of 
Rubber Supply. 
WASHINGTON, Feh. 4—Brasil sent 
to the United States 100,000,000 pounds 
more of coffee in 1912 than in the pre- 
vious year, while Colombia added 2,- 
600,000 pounds to her quota and Vene- 

zuela 14,000,000 pounds, 

The total exports from Brazil to this 
country last year Were 675,000,000 pounds; 
Colombia 31,000,000 and Venezuela 38,000,- 
000. 

Of india rubber there came to these 
shores from Brazil last year 48,000,000 
pounds, against 35,000,000 the year be- 
fore. On the other hand Brazil bought 
from the United States $425.000 worth 
of agricultural implements ‘in 1912, 
against $380,000 worth in 1911; 629,000 bar- 
rels of wheat flour against 524,000 bar- 
rels and of illuminating of] 24,000,000 gal- 
ions, against 22,000,000 gallons.

Animal Which Followed Train in 
Yards Dragged Away So 
Rescuers Can’ Work.

ND to this question you get from two out of 
A every three persons in St. Louis of whom you 
ask it the following most remarkable of all 
self-satisfied answers:

Two Groups Here as Elsewhere. 


HERE has always been in St. Louis, as tnere 
ever is in all cities, a group of men who 
have worked constantly for the better 

things, for progress, clean city government, free- 
dom from graft of all kinds, and a shaking loose 
of the blighting clutch of the “Big Cinch.” 

There is another group. as there ever is in all 
cities, Of men. successful in business, rich, leaders 
with large followings, who have been against civic 
progress, who oppose clean city government, who 
assert that the Terminal monopoly is good. for 


‘ business and who oppose every movement against 


intrenched monopoly and the powers that prey be- 
cause such agitation “disturbs business and attacks 
vested interests.” 

Between those two groups there has been contin- 
uous warfare. The self-satisfied class of knockers 
is buttressed by the large element that cannot be 
aroused to any sense of civic pride or public duty.

Three Times the Free Bridge Failed. 


LREADY the proposition of two and three- 
A quarter million dollars bonds to build the 

approaches to the free bridge has been voted 
on and lost three times. The last time was in the 
recent November election. In this election 58,891 
votes were cast for the bridge bonds and 49,953 
against them. The total registration for this elec- 
tion was 155,966. Thus 47,082 qualified voters 
failed either to go to the polls and vote on such a 
vital issue, or overlooked it when they cast their 
vote In the general election for the national, State 
and city candidates. The total vote of 108,844 cast 
on this proposition at the general election was 
more than twice the vote cast at the first time 
the proposition was eae in November, 


1211. The vote for the bonds at that election was 
31,620 and 20.823 against it, making a total of 52,- 
442 out of more than 150,000 registered voters. 
The second time the proposition was submitted, in 
August, 1912, the total vote was only 67,668, of 
which 53,025 were cast in favor of the proposition 
and 24,643 against {t. The registered vote at that 
time was 137,257, the falling off in registration 
being due to a revision in which many names 
were stricken from the books. 

In order to get out this small vote at the special 
elections it was necessary for the bridge bond 
campaign committees to raise funds practically to 
hire to Democratic and Republican city committees 
to work for the bonds. The Campaign Committee 
paid the party committees approximately $10,000 
to get them to set in motion the political ma- 
chinery under their control, but for this fagt the 
vote on the bond issues at these special electigns 
would have been very much smaller, as compara- 
tively few citizens, not spurred on by party com- 
mittees, took the trouble to go to the polls to vote. 

HE Twenty-elghth Ward is the home of the 
T aristocrats of St. Louis. Here live the mil- 
lionaires and men of moderate wealth and 
citzens presumed to have the greatest tntelligence 
and civic pride. In this ward, out of a registered 
vate of 6722 only 2325 votes were cast on the 
bond issue when it was submitted in November, 
1211, and 3155 when it was submitted in August, 
1912. The 4400 eligible voters of this ward who 
failed to vote at the first election would have car- 
ried the bond issue and the bridge would now have 
been completed or practically completed, lifting 
many of the burdens which have held St. Louis 
in check for years. The 3500 citizens who falled to 
vcte at the second special election could also have 


/earried the bond proposition. 


Alive on Liquor. 


HE same sort of apathy was shown in the 
special election on the adoption of the new 
charter, which was held Jan. 31, 1911. The 


Of these only 90,141 voted. The vote for 
it was 34,917, and against it, 65.3234. F. W. Leh- 
mann, recently Solicitor-General of the United 
States, was chairman of the Board of Freeholders, 
which wrote the charter. 

While it is practically impossible to arouse the 
interest of the people of St. Louls on subjects of 
civic and commercial welfare, they respond almost 
unanimously whenever the prohibition question is 
broached. They zealously guard their right to 
drink whenever and wherever they feel like it 
This fact is shown by the registration in 1910, 
brought out solely because the prohibition amend- 
ment was under submission. The total registra- 
tion for this election was 170,300, the greatest in 
the history of the city. 

There are 30 brewerles In St. Louts, one of them 
the largest in the world, and they manufacture 
$25,000,000 worth of beer annually. The saloons 
number 2250, and tn addition the great majority of

groceries sell beer, wine and whisky—in original 
package and case lots under Government license. 


The Coming Franchise Struggle. 


HE fight of the United Railways Co., the 
7 street car monopoly, for a 60-year extension 
of its franchises is to be one of the most 
interesting of the coming struggle. This company 
is made up of a consolidation of several different 
street car companies, with a franchise covering 
different periods in length. Some of these fran- 
chises have already expired; others will expire 
soon. , 
In 1903 the city, by ordinance, imposed a tax of 
1 mill for every paid passenger carried by the 
stree} car company. The company refused to pay 
it and in 1909 the clty sued to colleet $1,000,000 of 
the accumulated tax. That suit is yet winding 
through the mazes of the courts and the tax keeps 
on growing. Recently the company offered to 
compromise by paying the city the million dollars 
sued for and to make certain needed extensions if 
the city would give it a 50-year blanket franchise. 
“Big business” in St. Louls favored it. The Post- 
Dispatch fought it and beat it. 
company says to the city: “We must have the 
frevwatee or we can't borrow money and without 
money we can’t Improve the system.” 
But the progressive citizenship, led’by the Post- 
Dispatch, demands that the city first adopt the new 


city charter, which will give the city power to take 
over each car line as the franchise expires, at its 
actual physical value, and operate it. And, as the 
charter would abolish ward politics, give a prac- 
tical commission form of city government on busi- 
ness lines, with the power of recall, that would 
give a guarantee of economical management of the 
car lines.

| THE INCOME TAX LAW. 

The average citizen may fancy that he awoke 
to find things about the same this morning as 
when he awoke yesterday morning. A change 
of great significance has, however, come about. 
The authority of the United States has been en- 
larged by the acquisition of the additional and 
important power to tax incomes, which removes 
restrictions on a just redistribution of the cost of 
government and the raising of revenue from those 
best able to pay it. 

With a second amendment now pending at the 
state capitals and a third backed by a two-thirds 
Senate majority, the mechanics of the approval 
of the income tax proposal is not without inter- 
est. Three years six months and three days 
elapsed from submission by Congress to ratifica- 
tion by the thirty-sixth state. The period between 
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The railroads will reap one specific benefit 
from the law creating a public utility commig- 
sion—the pass system will be wholly abolished, 
thus saving the roads about $200,000 annually.

DECIDE IF NELSON 
SHALL GO TO JAlL 





Sentence Against Kansas City 
Editor Fails. 





KANSAS CITY, Feb. 4-The State 
Supreme Court will finally decide the 
question of whether or not William R. 
Nelson, editor and owner of the Kansas 
City Star, shall be placed in jail for 
one day for contempt of court under 
sentence of Circuit Judge Joseph A. 
Guthrie, who held that certain state- 
ments in Nelson’s newspaper had fre- 
flected upon the integrity of his court. 

The case was certified to the Supreme 
Court by the Appellate Court here yes- 
terday when an effort was made 
by friends of the court to quash. the 
writ of habeas corpus under which 
Nelson prevented the carrying out of, 
the jail sentence. This probably would | 
have sent Nelson to jall at once. The | 
friends of the court filed the motion! 
to quash in the name of the Sheriff, | 
who at once repudiated the action. | 

It was then that the Appellate Court 
certified the writ to the Supreme Court, ; 
and it probably will be several weeks 
before the case is reached by that 
tribunal. 

Frank P. Walsh, attorney for Nelson, 
will appear before the Supreme Court 
in Jefferson City Tuesday and apply 
for a writ of habeas corpus for Nelson. 








This tae merely a formal procedure, and 


‘the Court will not be able to pass on | 


the merits of the case for several 
weeks, at least. 

The status of Nelson, who is at 
liberty on bail, is not changed by Mon- 





day’s action. 
Says Sheriff Approved. 
Attorney O. H. Deen, one of the friends 


of the court whose names were affixed | 
to the motion to quash, told the judges 


of the court in banc that the Sheriff's 


name had been placed on the motion 


upon verbal assurance from Judge 
Guthrie that the Sheriff approved the 
signature. It was Judge Guthrie who 
sentenced Mr. Nelson to one day in jail 
for contempt. 

An attempt to argue the motion then 
Was made by Attorney Dean, but was 
stopped by Presiding Judge James Elli- 
son with the announcement that the 
Court had decided that the habeas cor- 
pus was good and would certify the case 
to the Supreme Court. Arguments fol- 
lowed, in which Frank P. Walsh, at- 
torney for Mr. Nelson, charged that he 
had meen misled by the filers of the 
mo*‘on, and in which Attorney ‘Dean de- 
clared it had been filed in good faith. 

“The idea that any Sheriff could block 
the administration of justice,’”’ said Mr. 
Dean, “‘never had occurred to us. If 
such things can be done, any common 
constable could allow the greatest crim- 
inal on earth to escape.”’ 

The entire Appellate Court session 
which resulted in the referring of the 
case to the higher court consumed 
scarcely 20 minutes. As soon as the 
hearing on the motion to quash the 
writ and return the editor to the cus- 
tody of the Sheriff began, Charles Shan- 
non, attorney for the Sheriff, asked that 
the motion be dismissed. 

Court Holds Writ Good, 

Attorney Dean then argued in support 
of the seven friends of the court of 
Judge Guthrie who had placed their 
names to the motion benéath that of 
the Sheriff, and afterwards argued the 
moti to quash the habeas corpus writ 


on the ground that the appelate court! 


had no jurisdiction, but was stopped by 
the order of the court in banc, Judges 
James Ellison, J. M. Johnson and Fran- 
cis H. Trimble certifying the case to 
the Supreme Court, which read: 


“The order of this Court will be tnat | 


the writ stands good until the Supreme 
Court of the State shall pass upon it, 
and the bond here given is good for ap- 
pearance before the Supreme Court, and 
this Court puts it into the hands of 
the court that has jurisdiction over it.”’ 

The Court announced that it made no 
difference in the case whether the mo- 
tion stood or not, since the Court had 
sufficient doubt as to jurisdiction to 
prompt their referring it to the higher 
tribunal. 

Ruling Satisfies; Nelson, 

Attorney Walsh then was giver leave 
to state the respondent’s side of the 
question. 

“We believe that his Court did have 
the right to consider our objections to 
Judge Guthrie’s action in pronouncing 
Mr. Nelson guflty of contempt and sen- 
tencing him to jail, but it is satisfactory 
to us that this Court certify the case 
to the Supreme Court. This motion, 
however, was fled without notice to us 
after such notice had been promised 
expressly. 

“Mr. Dean, at my request, said he 
would give me notice before filing any 
motion affecting the status of my client. 
Today it merely happened that I had 
sent one of my assistants to the court- 
house to look out for things, or I 
should not have known of this motion. 

“When my assistants discovered it was 
filed, I was informed, and upon ap- 
plying immediately to the Sheriff, 
learned that his name had been used 
without his consent and that he was 
prepared to repudiate the action."’ 

Guthrie Says He’s Done. 

“Personally it does not make a parti- 
cle of difference ‘to me what becomes of 
this matter,”’ Judge Guthrie said in a 
conference with attorneys prior to to- 
day's hearing. “I did my duty as I 
saw it in the matter under my oath of 
office. The responsibility in the future 
rests with other officials and not with 
me. I am done.” . 

There was talk among attorneys and 
officials at the courthouse today that 
Judge Guthrie would issue a citation 
for contempt against Judge Ralph S&S. 


_|Latshaw of the Criminal Court, who

George J. Klein of 8020A Cora ave- 
nue, an archfitect, was arrested Monday 
night at his hume on complaint of the 
Rev. John L. Brandt of 4526 Westmins- 
ter place, pastor of the First Christian 
Church.

Mr. Brandt, and, according to the min- 
ister, gave a .worthless check a few 
days ago in payment of rent. The check 
was for $22. 

It was on the American Trust Co. in 
favor of Klein and purporting to have 
been signed by Oscar Meyer. Dr. 
Brandt’s father-in-law, L. C. Crutcher, 
who collects the rents for the Brandt 
property, received the check and gave 
Klein $5 in change. The minister de- 
posited the check in the Mercantile 
Trust Co. and Monday he was notified 
it was worthless. 

Mrs. Klein told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter she was sure her husband was 
innocent of intentional wrongdoing. 

“My .husband got the check from 
scmeone else,’””’ Mrs. Klein said. ‘He 
Coes not remember who made the check. 
I told him about the check, and he 
promised to make it good. He got 4 
check for $100 from his employers, the 
Ciymer & Drexler Co., Saturday, but 
could not get it cashed.as the banks 
bad closed. 

‘“‘When he came home Monday night 
detectives were waiting for him. He 
left a bundle of groceries he had bougnt, 
end gave me 50 cents. I do not know 
whether he had the $100 check cashed. 
I do not think there is anything seri- 
ous about the matter.”’ 

Klein, who is 40 years old, admitted to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter at Police Head- 
quarters Tuesday that the check he 
gave in payment of his rent was not 
good. He said he was forced to give 
the check through lack of means and 
hoped to be able to make it good with 
money owed him.

HELD (SHOE MAKERS ARE 
T0 PRESS SUITS 
AGAINST U. 5. 60. 


Actions Not. Affected by Deci- 
sion Machine Making Com- 
pany Is Legally Formed. 


The decision Monday by the United 
States Supreme Court that the organi- 
zation of the United States Shoe Ma- 
chinery Co. was not in violation of the 
Sherman anti-trust law does not affect 
the vital issue in the controversy be- 
tween shoe manufacturers and the al- 
leged trust, according to Frank C. Rand 
of St. Louis, president of the Interna- 
tional Shoe Co. 

The criminal proceeding merely at- 
tacked the manner in which the com- 
pany was organized, he declared Tues- 
day to a Post-Dispatch reporter, and 
the decision does not pass upon the 
methods of the company in preventing 
competition by its control and leases 
of machinery to manufacturers. 

The alleged unfair methods of the com- 
pany will be attacked in a civil suit 
now pending, in which an injunction 
is sought restraining the company from 
conducting its business along the lines 
of a monopoly, Rand said. 

Organization Is Large. 

The indictment in the case decided 
Monday alleged that the members or- 
ganized the company with intent to 
monopolize the shoemaking trade. The 
Supreme Court held that the manner of 
organization was not illegal. 

The “tying clause’ in the leases of 
the company, in which the manufactur- 
ers are bound to use only machines 
owned and controlled by the alleged 
trust, is one of the principal complaints 
against the company’s methods, accord- 
ing to Rand. In some cases, he said, a 
royalty of 2 cents is paid to the United 
company on each pair of shoes made 
wholly or in part by machines not 
owned or controlled by it 

‘‘Widespread protest,” said Rand, 
“against the restraint exercised by the 
United Shoe Machinery Co. under its 
leases and system of ‘tying’ its differ- 
ent machines together in shoe factories, 
resulted in the formation of the Non- 
Royalty Shoe Co., with headquarters 
at 2201 Pine street, St. Louis. This 
factory was destroyed by fire Sunday. 

Used European Machine. 

“The Non-Royalty company was forme? 
to experiment with shoe machinery of 
European make and late inventions in 
this country. It was organized by about 
40 wholesale shoe concerns in various 
cities. It was sought to establish the 
economy, efficiency and stability of 
these machines as compared with ma- 
chines leased from the United Shoe Ma- 
chinery Co. 

“In my opinion, the experiments have 
proved successful. I cannot say what 
will be the result of the destruction of 
the plant by fire. The future operations 
of the company will be decided at a 
meeting of the stockholders soon.”
